If a cow brings her first calf when from 
two to three years old—which the majority 
| probably do, though all will admit that it 
| is too early—we sliould not care to milk 
more than five or six months after calving. 
| By this means she will grow and increase 
| in siza and value before her second calf.— 
But a cow from the fourth to the eighth 
| Year, if in good condition, need not be dry 
| more than six weeks or two months before 


calving; i.e. if fed with a thoroughly lib- | 


eral Land in the year. If more sparingly | 
| fed, or if the cow exceeds the latter age, 
then we should prefer ler being dry three 
Inonths before calving. But, of course, 


can not come under any general rule, such 
as the case of animals whose flow of milk 
is so strong as to continue almost up to the 
time when a new lacteal secretion com- 
| ences.’ We must add here that a breed- 
| ing cow’s milk is not fit food for young 
children; we always keep a “ farrow cow’ 
to supply milk for them.— American Agri- 
cullurist.
